Ronald F. Budzik, chairman of the 
chamber’s subcommittee on real 
property taxation and manager of 
state and local taxes for the Mead 
Corp., Dayton, testified before the 
Senate Ways and Means Committee, 
He and other Columbus-based 
chamber lobbyists charged that the 
amendment would destroy “one of the 
finest systems of real property 
taxation in the nation, and effectively 
end any hope that Ohio can reverse the 
decline in its manufacturing jobs and 
tax base ” 
Sen. John T. McCormack, D-31 
Euclid, the amendment sponsor, 
denied Budzik’s allegation that 
business and industry are being 
singled out as the target 
for 
discriminatory taxation. His amend­ 
ment, he said, is designed to empower 
the legislature to pass laws to give a 
break to elderly and middle class 
homeowners who have flooded the 
Statehouse with protest mail in recent 
weeks. 
The committee deferred action on 
the proposal. 
McCormack and a cosponsor. Sen. 
Robert D. Freeman, D-29 Canton, said 
privately that while they anticipated 
some objections to their amendment in 
the legislature, they plan to take it

Alcohol: What Is It Really? 


By ALTON BLAKESLEE 
And BRIAN SULLIVAN 
SEVENTH IN A SERIES 
From Bacchus, the Roman god of 
wine, to Falstaff, Shakesp eare’s great 
comic figure, to the actor W. C. Fields, 
drinking has had some striking 
sy mbols, literary and real. Far less 
well known is just what alcohol is and 
what it does. 


It’s simp ly a chemical comp ound, 
although a remarkable one, called 
ethy l alcohol or ethanol. 
In the 
chemists’ language, it’s C2H50H. 


Alcohol is a naturally occurring 
chemical, the p roduct of fermentation, 
or the action of y east on p lant sugars. 
Because of this, most authorities 
believ e that ancient man came up on 
alcohol by chance, that y east sp ores 
could hav e acted on a store of berries 
or fruit ly ing in a warm p lace to 
p roduce the first wine. 


Once discov ered, man p robably took 
to deliberate fermentation of beer and 
wine, 
a 
p ractice 
that began 
in 
p rehistoric times and has continued 
since and throughout most of the world 
without interrup tion 


In the 15th century , the p rocess of 
distillation was dev elop ed, enabling 
man to p roduce drinks with much 
higher concentrations of alcohol. The 
beer and wine was limited to about 14 
p er cent alcohol by natural p rocesses. 
Distillation allowed 50 p er cent or 
more alcohol content. 


In the United States, most beer 
contains about 4 p er cent p ure alcohol, 
while ordinary table wines contain up 
to 14 p er cent. Ports or sherries, or 
dessert wines, are fortified, p roducing 
an alcohol content of up to 21 p er cent. 


The distilled bev erages, v odka, gin, 
rum, brandy and ry e, bourbon and 
Scotch whiskey s usually contain 40 to 
50 p er cent p ure alcohol. The amount of 
“p roof” seen on the label is twice the 
p ure alcohol strength; 80 p roof is 40 
p er cent alcohol, 100 p roof is 50 p er 
cent. 
For most liquors, one ounce from the 


* 


bottle contains about a half-ounce p ure 
alcohol. It takes the body about an 
hour to bum up the alcohol in a one- 
ounce drink. 
The flav ors differ, howev er. Gin is 
alcohol flav ored with junip er berries. 
Whiskey s are made from graias such 
as com, barley and ry e. Rum comes 
from molasses 
Vodka, considered 
tasteless and odorless, is usually from 
com, other cereals, and p otatoes. 
What 
the 
alcohol 
does 
is 
go 
immediately into the bloodstream and 
directly to the brain, the central 
nerv ous sy stem. 
A martini or a straight shot of liquor 
gets there fastest. But when the liquor 
is diluted, the absorp tion is slowed. 
Water is the best mix ; alcohol diluted 
with water is absorbed most slowly . 
Carbonated mix es such as club soda or 
gingerale induce faster absorp tion 
than water. 
In addition to a wide v ariety of ef­ 
fects on the body , alcohol has the 
my sterious cap ability of causing in­ 
tox ication. 
“Yet, incredible as it may seem, 
there is no generally accep ted ex ­ 
p lanation of how alcohol induces in­ 
tox ication,” say s a gov ernment-

Movies On The Menu

NEW YORK - What do Robert 
Bedford, 
Jacqueline 
Onassis, 
millionaires and top -ranking Mafiosi 
often do in the ev ening - for after- 
dinner div ertissement - that most of us 
ordinaries nev er do? (The answer is 
not X-rated ) 
What these p eop le do, after a nice 
ev ening meal, is to retire to an ad­ 
joining, p riv ate screening room and 
see a mov ie. We watch “Sanford and 
Son” on a small TV screen with dish­ 
washing and commercial breaks. 'They 
watch “Barry Ly ndon” on a big silv er 
wall, interrup ted only by serv ants 
bearing brandy . This inequity 
in 
v iewing habits long has intrigued a 
y oung man named Ernest Bogen, 
whose friends include those with their 
own screening rooms. 
“ I alway s look forward to those 
p riv ate showings in the home after 
dinner because,” said Bogen, “as a 
mov ie buff, I consider it the height of 
lux ury liv ing.” He couldn’t afford to 
p ut in his own p riv ate screening room 
(whocan?), so he dreamed up an idea 
called “ Mov ie Dine” — a film v ersion 
of the dinner theater concep t which is 
sweep ing the country : 
He p rov ides mov ies and p rojec­ 
tionists to high-class restaurants 
which, in turn, offer p atrons a chance 
to sit back after their meal and v iew a 
major film - “with a drink in their hand 
and a waiter at their elbow” - at no 
ex tra cost ov er the dinner charge. 


“ It’s the closest most of us can come 
to 
seeing 
a 
film 
at 
a 
p riv ate 
screening,” Bogen believ es, and if it 
catches on around the country , as it is 
catching on in St. Ix niis, Atlantic City , 
Philadelp hia and Washington 
(his 
introductory “ Mov ie Dine” cities), he 
may be able soon to afford his own 
p riv ate theater. 
The concep t of after-dinner mov ies 
is so old that it’s actually news. Before 
the turn of the century in this country , 
films were often shown in restaurants 
where guests relax ed in comfort and 
enjoy ed the latest “one reeler” with 
friends ov er food and drink. The 
mov ies became big business, and 
theaters were built, and restaurants 
lost the trade. 
In 1976 — a y ear of nostalgia and also 
of 
economic 
p roblems 
for 
restaurateurs — why not rev iv e the 
early 
tradition? 
“ It 
help s 
the 
restaurants by p icking up their 
business,” say s Bogen, “and making 
p rofitable use of banquet rooms which 
otherwise would be dark on slow week 
nights .. . and it p amp ers the p ublic, 
who no longer has to fight traffic, 
scrounge for p arking sp ace and stand 
in line for tickets, to see a good 
mov ie.” 
In addition to the areas already 
showing “ Mov ie Dine,” listed abov e, 
new restaurants will begin the p olicy 
soon in Clev eland, Tamp a, Kansas 
City , Miami and Columbus. By the end 
of the y ear, Bogen ex p ects there will

be between 300 and 500 cinematic 
eateries in op eration. 
In most cases, the p rice-fix ed din­ 
ner, including the film, is about $8.00; 
drinks, of course, are ex tra. And it is 
the bar business, along with the in­ 
creased p atronage, which help s 
restaurateurs p ay the $175 nightly fee 
for a first-rate mov ie with big screen, 
p ortable p rojector and affable, ex ­ 
p erienced 
p rojectionist. 
“ our 
p rojectionists are distinguished,” say s 
Bogen. “We hav e all kinds, from ex ­ 
deans of p riv ate schools to the guy who 
owned the stadium in Cuba where the 
Dodgers used to train.” 
Besides op erating the equip ment at 
“ Mov ie Dine” restaurants, these men 
act as local “distributors” in their 
indiv idual cities. It is they who 
assemble a basic comp lement of fiv e 
good restaurants in each area, which 
are interested in p utting in a film- 
dinner one night a week - and then 
coordinate the schedules, logistics, 
p ublicity and adv ertising and, finally , 
take charge of 
the collap sible 
p rojection booth at each p erformance. 
No two restaurants may show “ Mov ie 
Dine” on the same night in any city , so 
there is no comp etition; and none of 
the films can be too v iolent or too of­ 
fensiv e. “Not on a full stomach,” say s 
Bogen with a grin. 
The dinner-mov ie concep t is aimed 
at 
m iddle-class, 
middle-aged 
Americans who occasionally like to go 
out to a good restaurant but rarely 
bother to wrestle with the y oung p eop le 
for seats at a mov ie theater. 
“Demograp hically ,” say s Bogen “our 
audience is in their mid-40s and the 
kind of p eop le who say they hav en’t 
been to a mov ie in six months.’ Their 
ideal film would be something like ‘A 
Touch of Class,’ though they might go 
as far into R-ratings as ‘Lenny .’ They 
also like some classics, but don’t want 
to go for X-rated entertainment.” And. 
most of all, they like to feel lux urious. 
That becomes clear when one looks 
at the hundreds of questionnaires filled 
out by p atrons in the first month of 
“ Mov ie dine" op erations. The only 
objections were that the seats should 
be deep er and softer . . . like those of 
Robert Redford, Jacqueline Onassis, 
millionaires, et al.

After an automobile injury , it was 
found that I had a fracture of the jaw. I 
can’t understand why it was allowed to 
heal by itself rather than to hav e it set. 
Now the insurance comp any just 
dismisses my injury as if nothing 
hap p ened. 
Mr. B.P., Minn. 
Dear Mr. P.: 
There are many medical and legal 
imp lications to y our p roblem. From 
the medical p oint of v iew, it is im­ 
p ortant for y ou to understand that not 
all fractures of the jaw- need to be 
“set” by an op eration. 
Frequently , the fragments of the 
broken bone are in good p osition and in 
normal alignment. When this occurs, 
the jaw may be p ut at rest in a v ariety 
of way s. Then, the bones heal without 
any alteration of function. 
If a fracture of a jaw affects the jaw 
joint and interferes with its mov ement, 
surgery may be necessary . 
When the alignment of the teeth and 
the bite are altered by a fracture then 
sp ecial wiring techniques are also used 
to p ut the bone in its normal p osition. 
Fortunately , y ou were sp ared such 
comp lications and the need for 
surgery . 
The fact that a/i op eration was not 
needed should not in any way alter the 
legal and insurance obligations 
associated with such an injury . 


I hav e a swelling in my neck. This 
has been growing larger. The doctors 
say it is a goiter and should be 
remov ed. If I decide not to hav e an 
op eration can this growth become 
cancerous? 
Mrs. N.K., Iowa 
Dear Mrs. K.: 
The condition y ou describe is 
p robably a “colloid” goiter. It occurs 
with moderate frequency to p eop le 
who liv e in areas where there is little 
natural iodine in the water. 


When iodine is added to salt and to 
water there is a marked reduction in 
the incidence of goiter. 
Very rarely is there any cancerous 
change in a colloid goiter. Yet such a 
p ossibility does ex ist. Consequently , it 
strikes me as being unwise not to take 
y our doctor’s adv ice. 


The surgical remov al of a colloid 
goiter is not a comp licated op eration. 
It can be p erformed safely and will 
eradicate once and for all the un­ 
necessary fears y ou sp eak of. 


SPEAKING OF YOUR HEALTH . . . 
When called up on to help a v ictim of an 
accident, or in any other emergency 
situation, it is better to do too little 
than too much. Ev ery one should be 
trained at an early age in the fun­ 
damentals of first aid.

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NEW YORK (AP) - The 1974 
p riv ate p ension act makes the future 
income of workers more secure but it 
has created a dilemma for some in­ 
v estment adv isers, one that some of 
them feel can be resolv ed only by the 
courts. 
The confusion centers on the in­ 
terp retation of p rudence, the use of 
which any fiduciary — that is, a 
handler of other p eop le’s money — 
must be able to demonstrate. But how 
do y ou p rov e p rudence? 
You’ll find this requirement way 
back in the common law. For many 
y ears it meant simp ly that the 
fiduciary must manage other p eop le’s 
affairs in the same way a p rudent man 
would handle his own affairs. It was 
the golden rule. 
Then 
society 
became 
in­ 
stitutionalized. The affairs of trusts 
and p ension funds, which hop efully 
will go on “forev er,” must be managed 
differently than the affairs of in­ 
div iduals. The “ p rudent ex p ert’’ 
became the measure. 
But ev en the ex p erts can’t figure out 
how to interp ret the introduction of 
another factor by the Emp loy es 
Retirem ent Income Security Act.

In the 15th century, the process of 
distillation was developed, enabling 
man to produce drinks with much 
higher concentrations of alcohol The 
beer and wine was lim ited to about 14 
per cent alcohol by natural processes 
instillation allowed 50 per cent or 
more alcohol content 


In the United States, most beer 
contains about 4 per cent pure alcohol, 
while ordinary table wines contain up 
to 14 per cent. Forts or sherries, or 
dessert wines, arc fortified, producing 
an alcohol content of up to 21 per cent. 


The distilled beverages, vodka, gin, 
rum , brandy and rye, bourbon and 
Scotch whiskeys usually contain 40 to 
50 per cent pure alcohol The amount of 
•'proof” seen on the label is twice the 
pure alcohol strength; SO proof is 40 
per cent alcohol. IOO proof is 50 per 
cent 
For most liquors, one ounce I rom the 


bottle contains about a half-ounce pure 
alcohol. It takes the body about an 
hour to bum up the alcohol in a one- 
ounce drink 
The flavors differ, however Gin is 
alcohol flavored with juniper berries. 
Whiskeys are made from grains such 
as com. barley and rye. Rum comes 
from molasses

When the alignment of the teeth and 
the bite are altered by a fracture then 
special wiring techniques are also used

DURHAM, NC. (AF) - Former 
North Carolina Gov. Terry Sanford is 
pushing a jobs-for-all proposal as the 
keynote of his Democratic presidential 
campaign, saying the government 
should provide work for any American 
who can’t find it otherwise. 
But he acknowledges he’d have to 
settle for a more limited, less ex­ 
pensive plan at the outset. And he does 
not have specifics on how he would fi­ 
nance even a limited Jobs program, 
although he says budget deficits are 
inevitable until full employment is 
reached. 
Sanford, 58. was called one of the 
first of the New South governors when 
he steered a moderate course for 
North Carolina in the racially tur­ 
bulent days of 1961-65. State law barred 


a second term. 
Four years later, he became 
president of Duke University. He kept 
his hand in Democratic politics and 
staged a late and unsuccessful bid for 
the presidential nomination in 1972. 
Sanford has characterized his full 
employment policy as a radical 
alternative to the ‘‘immoral and 
counterproductive” policies of the 
Ford administration, which he accuses 
of trying to fight infation by putting 
people out of work. 
He believes that full employment — 
a job for everyone who wants to work 
— should be the overriding goal of 
federal economic policy. He says he 
favors making government the em­ 
ployer of last resort, using federal 
grants to state and local governments 
Old-Fashioned Bake 
Shops Alive, Well 


CINCINNATI 
(AP)—The 
old­ 
fashioned bake shop is alive and well, 
thanks to some newfashioned ideas 
that include Sesame Street cakes’ and 
creations which range from whiskey­ 
shaped cakes to hamburger buns the 
size of half-dollars. 


They said that when boxed cakes 
came out. that would be the end of the 
small bakery,” said Max Meeker, who 
runs a pastry shop in Defiance, Ohio 
and who was one of 275 bakers at­ 
tending the Ohio Bakers Association 
convention here. "It just hasn't hap­ 
pened. My customers can come in and 
order what they want and know they'll

Many parents now help their 
children celebrate birthdays by or­ 
dering purple-frosting cakes sculpted 
in the fashion of the Cookie Monster' 
or 'Big Bird' of TV’s Sesame Street.’ 


The association's piece de resistance 
during its 69lh convention which ended 
Monday was a bicentennial tribute A 
250-pound cake-map of the United 
States was on display with two ad­ 
ditional cakes on either side 
Meeker admits that he has to keep 
up with the cultural, as well as the 
culinary, tastes of his customers 
These tastes vary widely.

(Ford proposed a defense budget of 
$94 billion; Congress has not yet ap­ 
proved a final defense spending plan. 
but legislation now pending provides 
for cuts of about $7.5 billion in Ford’s 
requests, half of what Sanford would

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Church- 
operated bing o g ames are being put 
out of business by professional g am­ 
blers who g iv e away bing o prizes such 
as automobiles and I^as Veg as v aca­ 
tions, the leg islature has been told. 
The testimony before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee came mostly 
from Catholic priests and other 
representa tiv es of the Clev eland 
Diocese. They are seeking prompt 
action to implement a constitutional 
charitable bing o amendment, adopted 
by v oters last fall. 


It makes bing o leg al in Ohio for the 
first time, but limits the g ames strictly 
to those desig ned to make money for 
charitable purposes. Howev er, testi­ 
mony from church spokesman said 
illicit operations continue, attracting 
play ers from other states in some 
cases, and luring play ers away from 
church g ames with ex orbitant prizes to 
g ames often rig g ed. 


One witness told the committee, 
which is considering three Senate bills 
to reg ulate bing o g ames, likened bing o 
play ers coming long distances to Ohio 
g ames to "a school of barracudas.” 
Joseph Sidley , a parishioner from St. 
Ann’s Church, Gev eland, added that 
they are “ not y our usual crowd of fun 
lov ing , charitable people.” 


The pending bills, along with similar 
proposals introduced in the House, 
headed into a 
Senate-House 
sub­ 
committee for further study . They 
consist of v arious proposals that in­ 
clude making the books of charitable 
operations, along with any seeking to 
“ front” as charitable, open to in­ 
spection by the attorney g eneral.

COLUMBUS, Ohio EAP) — Church- 
operated bingo games are being put 
out of business by professional gam­ 
blers who give away bingo prizes such 
as automobiles and U s Vegas vaca­ 
tions, the legislature has been told. 
The testimony before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee came mostly 
from Catholic p riests and other 
rep resen tativ es of the Cleveland 
Diocese. They are seeking prompt 
action to implement a constitutional 
charitable bingo amendment, adopted 
by voters last fall. 


It makes bingo legal in Ohio for the 
first time, but limits the games strictly 
to those designed to make money for 
charitable purposes However, testi­ 
mony from church spokesman said 
illicit operations continue, attracting 
players from other states in some 
cases, and luring players away from 
church games with exorbitant prizes to 
games often rigged 


One witness told the committee, 
which is considering three Senate bills 
to regulate bingo games, likened bingo 
players coming long distances to Ohio 
games to "a school of barracudas “ 
Joseph Sidley, a parishioner from St 
Ann’s Church, Geveland, added that 
they are “not your usual crowd of fun 
loving, charitable people.” 


The pending bills, along with similar 
proposals introduced in the House, 
headed into a 
Senate-House 
sub­ 
committee for further study. They 
consist of various proposals that in­ 
clude making the books of charitable 
operations, along with any seeking to 
“front" as charitable, open to in­ 
spection by the attorney general 
Others contain provisions that would 
limit games to one night a week, and 
require each operation to give 65 per 
cent of its proceeds in prizes and 
another 33 per cent to charity- leaving 
little to skim off the top. 
Still others limit the amount of prizes 
to $3,000 although som e church

DETROIT (AP) - Ray Scott, the 
wily Detroit Pistons’ coach ever to 
compile a winning record, was fired 
Monday because of what management 
described as a communications break­ 
down 
The National Basketball Association 
team’s general manager, Oscar 
Feldman, said that breakdown was the 
reason Scott was fired as coach, not 
the team's injury-riddled 17-25 season 
Assistant coach Herb Brown, who 
joined the Pistons staff last summer,

Scott, who was named NBA Coach of 
the Year in 1974. was notified of his 
release by Feklman and the major 
owners during a Piston practice 
session at a suburban Detroit high 
school.

fights and violence. 
Detroit is the largest city in the 
country to undergo court-ordered 
desegregation, with about IO per cent

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Gov. 
James A. Rhodes has called on the 
General Assembly to enact legislation 
allowing survivors’ benefits to the wid­ 
ows and children of slain peace of­ 
ficers. 
Rhodes issued the statement as he 
received petitions from some 4,000 
Massillon citizens calling for a crack­ 
down on organized crime. 
The petitions were prompted by the 
deaths of three firemen in a restaurant 
explosion having links to organized 
crime. The firemen left three widows 
and seven children. 
Rhodes noted that the Massillon 
community has raised $61,000 for the 
three fam ilies, and two service 
organizations 
have 
guaranteed 
scholarships for the children. 
“While the Massillon community 
support is commendable and heart­ 
warming, the fact is that families of 
firefighters and policemen killed in 
action should not have to rely on com­ 
munity donations," Rhodes said. 
He said current law provides only 
$160 a month for widows plus $55 a 
month per child. He said a bill he sent 
to the legislature last May would allow 


the widow to draw full pay until the 
date her husband would have retired, 
then the full pension. 
The bill has remained in committee 
since it was introduced. 
‘‘Today, I ask the General Assembly 
to delay no more,” Rhodes said. ‘‘This 
legislation should be passed as soon as 
possible.” 


Rhodes also endorsed the petition 
sent by the Massillon residents The 
preambles of the petitions call for 
strict enforcement of criminal laws 
and severe punishment of criminals. 
Original copies of the petitions were 
sent to President Ford. Copies were 
sent to Rhodes, the Ohio congressional 
delegation, legislators and the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 


“ I support every word of their 
petition, and if the original had been 
submitted to me, would have signed it 
m yself," Rhodes said. 
" It is unthinkable and uncon­ 
scionable that the lives of three vital 
young public servants should be 
sacrificed because of the actions of the 
criminal element of our society," he 
said.

By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Ohioans who will help the nation 
celebrate its bicentennial must 
remember that the Buckeye State was 
just a forested wilderness during the 
American Revolution, designated only 
as “ the Ohio country." 
Nevertheless, it too was British 
property to be won for independence 
lf fighting was not on as grand a scale 
as in the East, there were indeed 
bloody battles. 
In addition. Ohio land provided what 
in many cases was the only com­ 
pensation a 
Revolutionary soldier 
received for his service.

During the latter part of 1775 and the 
early months of 1776 the Ohio Indtaas 
were inactive and did not take sides in 
the growing British-American conflict. 
They were, however, more friendly to 
the forces of King George III. 
S ir Guy Carlton, governor of 
Canada, and Gen. Henry Hamilton, 
commander at Detroit, known as the 
“ hair buyer" for the price he put on 
American .scalps, did all they could to 
stir up the tribes to Join the British 
side. They met with considerable 
success as future events would show
